A Method to determin Longitudes dy diverfe intey.

Bfervations having been taken in feveral far diftant Parts of 
) France of a iate Eclipfe of the Moon. the Sky being cloudy 
partof thecime, they were interrupted fo, thae the Aftronomers 
who made them mighe be depriv’d of the ufe which they intended 
to draw fromthem, which is, to determin the different Longitudes 
of Places, had not Mr. Caffini happily found a method to folve that 
Aftronomical Problem. For as the Phafes that were obferv’d in 
one place were not feen in any.of the others, but ‘6nly fome other 
Phafes were obferv’d, a little before,or after, according to rectified 
Pendulums, an exact Calculation could not be made but by fome 
method, fuch as that which‘follows. — : 4 
Take a Map or Figure of the Moon,. the Spots being mark’d on 
it according to F.Riccioh’s Selenography ; and when you obferve the 
Eclipfe, mark the tracks of the Shadow on the edge of the Spots 
in divers Places. It isan eafy matter to fee at what diftance the 
Tracks of Darknefs which pafS by the Spots that are obferv'd in 
different Places, are diftant from each other. This diftance may 
make you know at what time the edge of theShadow <arriv’d at 
other Spots a little before or after ; and that time may be deter- 
min’d by the Map, almoft as exactly as if you had obferv’d the 
immerfion of thofe Spots in theShadow. Therefore if the immet- 
fion of fome Spots which has been obferv’d in one place,could not 
be obferv'd ia anoiher, the difference of Longitude between thote 
Places may yet be found, as well as if the immerfion of the fame

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‘New Experiments and Refleftions on Glafs-Drops 
broke ina Vacuum, by Mr.Homberg. 


: Homberg’s new Pneumatic Engine has enabled him to make 
fome Experiments more nicely than he had formerly done 
in an exhaufted Recipient. Before, as often as he had broke off 
the fmall- End of thefe Glafs-Drops, in fuch a Vacuum, he perceiv'd 
that the Drop usd to break with a greater force than in the Air. 
Now in his latter Experiments he has not only obferv’d as much ; 
but befides, that one of thefé Glafs-Drops breaks into fmaller Par- 
ticles in a Vacaum than another broken in open Air; and alfo, that 
if one of thefe Drops be broke in the Dark, it gives‘a little Light. 

To difcover the Caufe of thefé Particulars, he has examin’d why 
thefe Glafs-Drops fly into a thoufand Pieces when-ever the {mallet 
End of them is broke. The Reafons which feveral Authors have 
given to folve that Queftion are generally contrary to each other, 
and: thought inconfiftent by: Mr. Homberg. His Opinion is, that 
Glafs-Drops°are tetipet’d in‘a’manner like Steel-Blades; which 
feems evident’: - For, to make one of thefe sane aaa it muft be 
dipt red-hot into the Water, juft as a Sreel-Blade is dipt into it to. 
be temper’d; and when the Glafs-Drop or Sword-Blade are again 
much heated‘in the Fire, they lofe their Temper and much of their 
fpringing Quality.’ Thus we-may judge that it is with a Glaf- 
Drop, as with a ‘temper'd Sreel-Blade. Now’ fuch a Blade will 
bear beihg bent toa certain Degree, and, as foon as ‘is left at li- 
berty, all its Parts refume the Scituation which they were in when 
‘twas temper’d: Burif, being bent too much, a Piece of it be bro- 
ken off; then the’other Parts, which by that Bending had been 
much extended, and as it were, removed froin each other on the 
Out-fide, arid much prefs’d one againft anorher on: the In-fide, re- 
turn into their ufual Station with a very great fwiftnefs, and hap- 
pening to hit-violently one againft another, they part from: each 
other, and fo the Sword breaks into many Pieces. 

Fis to be fuppos’d that Glafs-Drops break for the.fame Reafon 
when their fmall End is broke. For, it muft be bent hard, that we 
may break it, and,then all. the Parts of the. Glaf-Drop are much 
prefe’d on ‘one fide; and much extended on the other. The End 
being broke by that effort, all the other Parts of the Drop unbend 
very fwiftly, hie one anothier, and break to Pieces ; and as Glafs is 
much frajler than: Steel; the Parts of'a Gh Diog minh neéds break 


Into more pieces by°thiat fhook than Faaaecaia! -Blade.

wards when cool; fo that tho, by bending a. “en beoke an 
Place, yet the other parts of the Blade do not break: afunder “ 
caufe they do not refiime. their ufual’Situation.
